"GUANGMING RIBAO' ON SMALL ENTERPRISES IN UNITED STATES

[Text] A delegation of the State Economic Commission visited the United 
States at the end of last year to conduct investigations into that 
country's enterprise and industrial management as well as its economic 
management. It held discussions with the U.S. Department of Commerce on 
small enterprises and called on the leading members of corporations for 
talks on the same subject. The delegation also visited a number of small 
enterprises. 


Altogether there are 12,978,000 listed enterprises in the United States, 
including industrial, agricultural and commercial establishments, service 
industries, medical or health clinics, bookshops, attorney's offices, and 
so forth. Businesses which are registered as small enterprises fall under 
prescribed categories such as manufacturers, building contractors, operators 
of service trades, and so forth. They are required to observe the following 
regulations: 


No more than 250 people can be employed by manufacturing industries. 


The average annual turnover of wholesalers in the latest 3 years should 
not exceed USS$9,510,000. 


The average annual turnover of retailers or the income of the operators of 
service trades should not exceed $2 million. The annual income of construc- 
tion projects should not exceed $9.5 million. 


Of the approximately 10 million small enterprises in the United States, 
about 5.5 million employ one or several people. The value of their combined 
production makes up 30 percent of the GNP (excluding the agricultural 
sector). 


Although small enterprises outnumber corporations, economically they are not 
as influential as the 1,500 corporations in the United States which employ 
half of the workforce in the country and earn 90 percent of the profits of 
all the enterprises combined. 
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A large number of small enterprises appear and also a large number collapse 
in the United States every year but the trend is one of continuous growth. 
Some 400,000 to 500,000 enterprises set up every year are basically small 
ones, and about 250,000 small enterprises are either shut down due to 
competition or merged with corporations every year, or cease operation for 
various reasons. As a result, more than 200,000 enterprises that appear 
every year are basically small enterprises. 


According to published figures, 55 percent of the small enterprises business 
failures occur in the first 5 years while 27 percent close in the first 

3 years. This shows that about 45 percent of them are able to last more 
than 5 years. One of the reasons for their early closure is that they lack 
essential equipment. In addition, their high operating costs and insuf- 
ficient capital often make it difficult for them to obtain credit from 

the banks and survive market competition. 


Under these circumstances, what in fact accounts for the rapid growth of 
small enterprises? 


First, with the development of U.S. capitalist commerce, and a more elaborate 
division of social labor, production has become more specialized and socialized 
to the extent of requiring a greater degree of coordination. To increase their 
competitiveness and reap more profits, corporations not only require more 
manufacturers to supply parts and accessories but more small enterprises to 
turn out certain categories of products or provide services. In addition to 
making steel, United States Steel handles chemical products and environmental 
protection equipment as well as running restaurants. Some chemical industry 
corporations deal with more than 100 different kinds of products. Compared 
with former days when operators concentrated on single items, the number of 
manufacturers has increased enormously. Moreover, the concentration of 
capital in the contemporary capitalist economy has greatly changed the way 

in which corporations force smaller enterprises to close down or take them 
over. In the past, corporations took over small enterprises to reap greater 
profits. If corporations, instead of taking over or forcing the closure of 
small enterprises, make them a source of supply of components or services 
lower in cost, more proficient technically and higher in quality, then they 
will weigh the advantages and disadvantages and allow them to exist for the 
sake of profits. Therefore, small enterprises in the United States have 
been following the practice of establishing stable cooperation with and 
depending upon corporations. Whereas parts and accessories made by outside 
contractors accounted for 30 percent of Lockheed Aircraft Corporation's 
output 10 years ago, they have now reached 70 percent. About 40,000 

domestic and overseas contractors now produce items for Ford Motors which 
spends as much as $20 billion every year on such purchases. 


Second, the U.S. Government which champions bourgeois interests has gradually 
realized that the concentration of capital and monopoly have brought enormous 
economic benefits to the corporations. This also hampers free competition 
and the development of new technologies and harms the capitalist economy. 
Moreover, a large number of small enterprises helps keep people employed 

and eases unstable factors in society. This also benefits corporations which 














profit from the specialization and flexibility of affiliated manufacturers. 
The spokesmen for small enterprises insist on having their views heard at 
congressional sessions. As a result, the United States, along with other 
developed capitalist countries, has promulgated a series of laws to safeguard 
free competition and discourage monopolies. The Sherman Antitrust \ct and 
two other federal laws, namely: the Clayton Antitrust Act and the Federal 
Trade Commission Act, were passed to prohibit great combinations and 
business mergers, unfair methods of competition and deceptive marketing 
practices. The violators of these antitrust laws are either fined or given 
jail terms. In some cases, big corporations were ordered to break up. 
Although some big operators have attempted to run a foul of the antitrust 
laws, the adoption of these federal acts in fact has created favorable 
conditions for the development of small enterprises. 








{HK130850] It is not necessarily true that laws against monopolistic practices 
aim to negate the interests of big operators. While it is true that anti- 
trust laws tighten control over business mergers that might lead to a monopoly, 
corporations, without exception, diversify their operations. While they 

want to monopolize their major products, their nonessential products are 
exactly the major products monopolized by other big operators. This has 
given rise to a contradictory situation in which corporations seek to have 

a monopoly over their major products without permitting other big operators 

to monopolize other nonessential products. On the other hand, big capital- 
ists, without exception, oppose a monopoly by others on the raw and semi- 
finished materials they themselves want to purchase. Thus, while big 
businesses are monopolistic-minded, they are afraid that the prevalence 

of monopolistic practices will harm themselves. This is perhaps one reason 
why developed capitalist countries favor the adoption of antimonopoly 
legislation. 


Third, small enterprises are ideally suited to be the "satellite" or 
affiliated enterprises of corporations primarily because thev are more 
flexible in their operations. This flexibility enables them to refine 

and improve their special lines of products until they become a part of the 
sophisticated products developed by corporations. By creating new products, 
introducing new production methods and providing improved services, small 
enterprises move on to develop other products. According to published 
figures, more than half of the scientific and technological breakthroughs 
achieved in the United States have been contributed by small enterprises. 
Some of them are able to turn out quality products in their own way and thus 
increase their competitiveness. For example, (Dank) Corporation in Denver 
employs only 21 staff members, namely: 10 supervisors and technicians and 
ll workers. Its product, a household AC current adaptor, has enjoyed good 
sales in the United States and abroad. Its turnover for 1979 amounted to 
more than $500,000. 


Fourth, it is quite easy for small enterprises to establish a foothold in the 
United States because of the advanced stage of social division of labor and 
management-labor and credit relationships in that country, with some cash 

to start with and loans from banks, retired employees and those possessing 
special skills and professional know-how can set up small enterprises serving

processing or manufacturing industries, catering to service trades or acting 
as production consultants and so forth. 


Fifth, because of the positive contribution of small enterprises to the 
development of the U.S. capitalist economy, the U.S. Department of Commerce 
in 1953 set up a bureau for overseeing small enterprises. It has since set 
up 100 offices in the country. The bureau attends to matters such as 
arranging intermediate or long-term loans for small enterprises and assist- 
ing them in obtaining credit from commercial banks. In addition, the bureau 
assists small enterprises in improving management and enhancing their 
technological know-how, in obtaining government orders or contracts, in 
bidding for tenders and so forth. Congressional subcommittees on small 
enterprises study policies and formulate legislation governing their opera- 
tions. Moreover, there are two national associations of small enterprises 
in the United States. They are responsible for assessing the views and 
suggestions put forward by small enterprises and for transmitting their 
demands to congressional subcommittees and government departments. An 
academic group on small enterprises, with the participation of 36 univer- 
sities, was set up in 1972 to recruit teachers and senior-level students 

so that these forces could be diverted to channels conducive to improving 
the management of small enterprises and facilitating scientific and 
technological research. 


Although the growth of small enterprises in the United States has been 
impressive, they appear to fall behind in terms of society's total supply. 
For example, during the 27 years from 1950 to 1976, the proportion of 

200 top U.S. corporations in the total supply of the manufacturing industries 
rose from 48 to 58 percent, indicating that 16 percent of the manufacturing 
corporations and control over 75 percent of the manufacturing industries 
and that the share of small enterprises was much less. Moreover, small 
enterprises were underselling their products. Thus, the growth of small 
enterprises in the United States will encourage the unified control of 
corporations. In the words of a leading member of the U.S. Government 
bureau overseeing small enterprises, "the larger the number of small 
enterprises, the more powerful the big corporations become." This is the 
best explanation for the prevalence of small enterprises in the United 
States.

NOTED SOCIOLOGIST RECEIVES INTERNATIONAL AWARD

[Text] Beijing, March 13 (XINHUA)--Noted Chinese sociologist Professor 
Fei Xiaotong has been awarded the 1980 B. Malinowski Honourary Prize by 
the International Applied Anthropology Association. The professor will 
leave in mid-March for Denver, U.S.A., to receive the award at the annual 
meeting of the association. 


Born in 1910, Professor Fei Xiaotong is president of the Chinese Sociological 
Research Society. He graduated from the post-graduate institute of Qinghua 
University in 1935 and studied overseas in the London School of Economics 
and Political Science from 1936 through 1938. He majored in anthropology 
under the guidance of Professor B. Malinowski. Since he returned to China 
in 1939, he has been engaged in teaching and research of sociology, 
anthropology and ethnology. His two books, "Peasant Life in China" and 
"Earth-bound China," were the first efforts of this kind to apply anthro- 
pology in the study of rural China. After the liberation in 1949, the 
professor made an extensive study of China's minority nationalities. 
Professor Fei Xiaotong will make a speech, "Toward a People's Anthropology," 
at the annual meeting in Denver. 


The Malinowski Honourary Prize, in memory of B. Malinowski, one of the 
pioneer anthropologists who advocated that anthropology serve society, is 
given annually to an anthropologist who makes an outstanding contribution 
to research in applied anthropology.

"X,:NHUA' NOTES LABOR PROBLEMS IN AUSTRALIA

[Text] Canberra, March 12 (XINHUA)--Australia is currently facing its 
most serious labour conflicts for years over worsening petrol and wool 
disputes. 


The national fuel crisis deepened today as tanker drivers in Victoria, 
South Australia and the northern territory walked out in support of an 
indefinite general strike by all oil companies' drivers in Sydney beginning 
March 7, 


In a statement issued yesterday, the New South Wales branchof the Transport 
Workers Union said that the central issues for their strikes were job 
security and protection of employees’ award conditions. 


According to press reports here today, the tanker drivers' strike has caused 
a fuel shortage in Sydney. Private motorists there will be off the road 

by the weekend. Taxi fleets will run out of fuel by tomorrow night. Cuts 
in bus and train services are expected next week. In Darwin, tanker drivers 
and aircraft refuelers refused to service any international flights which 
originate in Sydney thus further disrupting domestic and overseas air 
movements. 


Meanwhile, the 10-week long strike by wool-industry workers continues after 
the failure of top level talks in Melbourne yesterday to find a settlement. 
An estimated 500-million Australian dollars' worth of export wool has been 

held up by the strike of Melbourne and Sydney wool warehouse keepers.

NO JUSTIFICATION FOR DISORDER IN A SOCIALIST SOCIETY

[Text] Whether "disorder" is the root in ruling a country or the path to 

the country's destruction--this great question, which concerns a state's 
destiny and future, was unbearably confused by Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" during the Great Cultural Revolution. They energetically advocated 
that "if there is no disorder there can be no order" and "first disorder and 
afterward order." They said the latter was a law of building socialism, and 
extolled disorder as a great thing of extraordinary benefit to the people. 
The reality of the Great Cultural Revolution scathingly refuted this fallacy 
of theirs. During the 10 years of the Great Cultural Revolution, "you recti- 
fied me and I rectified you" and disorder reached the point that there was no 
peace in the country and the people lived in dire poverty. If the Party 
Central Committee had not smashed the "gang of four" in due time, there 
would truly have been the danger of the party and the state being destroyed. 


How should we regard this question? We think that nothing can exist apart 
from time, place, and circumstance, then it is hard to say whether it is good 
or bad. Stalin once said that if we separate something from concrete circum- 
stances then we have no way to answer the question of whether even a simple 
thing like rain is good or bad. This is because for a drought rain is good 
but for a flood rain is not good. If one doesn't inquire as to the concrete 
circumstances of the drought or flood, then who can say whether rain is good 
or not? Therefore, Lenin said: "When analyzing any social question, the 
absolute demand of Marxist theory is that we put the question in a definite 
historical context." ("Selected Works of Lenin," Vol 2, p 512) S‘milarly, 
we cannot separate the social question of "disorder" from its concrete histor- 
ical circumstances, and if we do so it is hard to say whether the disorder is 
progressive or reactionary. 


In a society in which a reactionary class occupies the ruling position, and 
if the exploiting class’ reactionary rule is not overthrown then the people 
would be unable to make a living and the productive forces could not develop-- 











in these circumstances, "disorder" can destroy the old order and smash the 
old system, and is therefore advantageous for overthrowing the old society. 
ln this case, we can say that "disorder" 1s the prerequisite for order, as in 
ull previous peasant wars, which played a positive role in shaking the rule 
of the feudal classes. However, in a society ruled by an exploiting class, 
it is not true that, under all circumstances, the more disorder there is, the 
better for the working people. In our country's several thousand years of 
history, there were long periods of peace and prosperity in which the people 
had a comparitively stable life. The "enlightened administration during the 
reign of Emperors Wen and Jin" of the Han Dynas.y, and the "enlightened admin- 
istration of Emperor Daizong" of the Tang Dynasty, both occurred because 
there was no great disorder. 


After the proletariat obt:ined political power, a fundamental change in 
circumstances occurred. Under socialism, production relations and productive 
forces, the superstructure and the economic base, are suited to each other. 
Although there are contradictions between them, these contradictions can all 
be adjusted by the socialist system itself and continually resolved, so there 
is fundamentally no need for disorder. Under the socialist system, to advo- 
cate "disorder" means to bring disorder to the dictatorship of the proletariat 
and to the sociali«! system, and this would damage the basic interests of the 
working people. ‘Th‘s absolutely cannot be permitted. 


lf there is "disorde:,’ there is no way to realize the fcur modernizations. 

In today's society, there still exist factors promoting disorder: the or- 
ganizational and ideological vestiges of the "gang of four"; the newly emergent 
elements who beat, smash, and loot; the counterrevolutionaries who collude with 
enemy agents; the hooligeas and robbers; the anarchists and ultra-individualists, 
etc. We must take sufficient account of these people, and guard against their 
creation of disturbances to throw society into confusion. We must strictly 
deal with, and we cannot be softhearted about, those lawbreakers why cause 
trouble. But we must strictly distinguish the two kinds of contradictions 

of a different nature, and make a great effort to transform factors promoting 
disorder into factors promoting stability and unity.

"RENMIN RIBAO' DISCUSSES CRIMINAL PROCEDURE, EVIDENCE

Records of Investigations and Examinations as Evidence" ] 


[Text] Investigation means on-the-spot investigations on places and 
articles related to a crime, such as investigating the scene of a crime, 

the tools used for committing a crime, the articles left behind by criminals, 
the objects chat have been destroyed by criminals and suspicious corpses. 
Examination weans physical examination of the accused or the victim to 
determine an examinee's physical characteristics, injury or physiological 
condition. Through making such investigations and examinations, criminal 
traces and material evidence can be discovered, collected and preserved, 

the situation in which a crime is committed can be analyzed and studied, 
possible suspects can be determined and ways to track down and arrest 
criminals can be decided. The scene of a crime must be protected to achieve 
the desired results in investigating the scene. When a crime is discovered, 
with the exception of giving emergency treatment to injured persons, no 

one is allowed to enter the scene of the crime or to move and straighten out 
articles at the scene. Anyone who discovers a crime should immediately 

ask a public security organ to investigate it. 


To determine whether a certain crime could be committed under certain con- 
ditions, the law of criminal procedure also stipulates another form of 
investigation, namely, investigative test. For example, if a witness says 
that he has seen a criminal's features in the moonlight, a test should be 
taken under similar conditions to determine whether the witness can clearly 
see the features. 


Written records should be made of the results of all investigations, exami- 
nations and investigative tests. In accordance with the stipulations of 
the law, all investigators, participants in investigations and examinations 
and all witnesses must sign or affix their seals to such written records.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ARTICLE DISCUSSES LAW OF CRIMINAL PROCEDURE

[Text] The 13th session of the Standing Committee of the 5th NPC adopted "a 
decision on the enforcement of the law of criminal procedure." Explicit 
stipulations have been worked out concerning problems arising in the transi- 
tion from the old procedural law to the new one. It is absolutely necessary 
to adopt such a decision to insure that the law of criminal procedure will 
be correctly enforced step by step. 


The criminal law and law of criminal procedure adopted by the 2d session 

of the 5th NPC came into effect on 1 January this year. To make some 
preparations for the enforcement of the two laws mentioned above, the party 
committees of various provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions have 
been doing a great deal of work since the latter half of last year. For 
example, the organizational personnel departments allocated a number of 
cadres to political and judicial departments to replenish strength for 
handling cases; political and judicial departments gave cadres a short-term 
training so that they could make a preliminary study of the laws; while 
grasping the work of reexamining and redressing false charges, wrong sentences 
and frameup cases, people's courts, people's procuratorates and public 
security organs at all levels assigned cadres to actively handle a number 
of cases left over from previous years; and judicial and public security 
organs jointly selected many units in some counties and prefectures as 
experimental units for handling cases in accordance with the "two laws" 
and worked out some concrete methods for enforcing the “two laws" in the 
light of experience gained in experimental work. Party committees every- 
where are using every means of propaganda to broaden and deepen education 
concerning the legal system so that the broad masses know the basic spirit 
and main contents of the laws. All these were ideological and organizational 
preparation work for the enforcement of the "two laws." However, judging 
from the present situation, preparation work has not been sufficient. The 
main reason is that the perverse actions of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
of smashing public security and judicial organs entailed serious conse- 
quences and there must be a process to restore and improve public security 
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and judicial organs. Although last year some additional cadres were assigned 
to these organs, the number was insufficient. Apart from that, the newly- 
recruited cadres were mostly new hands unfamiliar with their new work. Even 
comrades formally working in public security and judicial organs were also 
rusty in their work. Some of the present cadres are totally incapable of 
coping with the practicalities of the work in particular, before we 

finished handling pending cases filed before December 1979, the number of 

new cases has increased again since last winter. Under such circumstances, 
we have encountered some difficulties in completely enforcing the law of 
criminal procedure as from 1 January of this year. In addition, to handle 
pending cases filled before the enforcement of the law of criminal procedure. 
We have to solve problems arising in the transition from the old procedural 
law to the new one. Therefore, in the light of present conditions in our 
country, the 13th session of the Standing Committee of the NPC expeditiously 
adopted a "decision on the enforcement of the law of criminal procedure." 


This decision explicitly points out: criminal cases, on which no court 
decisions were made before 31 December 1979, should be handled in accordance 
with the policies, regulations and judicial procedures prevailing before the 
enforcement of the law of criminal procedure. Such a decision is reasonable 
and conforms to the present reality in our country, because all these cases 
had occurred before the law of criminal procedure became effective. There- 
fore, they should be dealt with according to the stipulations then in force 
rather than the new law of criminal procedure which does not completely 
apply to them. To adopt such a principle, while grasping the work of 
handling pending cases, the publi. security and judicial organs may concen- 
trate their efforts on dealing sure, accurate and relentless blows at those 
active criminal elements and other criminal elements who committed homicide, 
rape, robbery, arson and other grave offenses which disrupted public order. 
These criminal cases will bring the greatest harm to the society. The 
lives, property and safety of the masses and the four modernizations program. 
If we fail to expeditiously deal a blow at them, it will not be beneficial 
to the stability and unity, as well as the progress, of the four moderniza- 
tions. Of course, we should also firmly grasp the work of handling pending 
cases left over from the past. 


[HK130346] Article 92 of the law on criminal procedure stipulates: The 
maximum period for the accused to be detained pending preliminary investiga- 
tions shall not exceed 2 months. If the circumstances of a case are 
complicated and the investigation of the case is not concluded after 

2 months, an extension of 1 month may be granted by the peopte's procura- 
torate at the next higher level. If a case is particularly grave and 
complicated and the investigation of the case is not concluded after an 
extension of 1 month has been granted in accordance with the preceding 
provision, the supreme people's procuratorate shall report the case to the 
NPC Standing Committee for approval of an extension for further investiga- 
tion. Article 97 says: A people's procuratorate shall within 1 month make 
its decision on whether or not to prosecute a case sent to it by a public 
security organ. When a case is grave and complicated, the people's 
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procuratorate may be granted an extension of a half month to make a decision. 
Articles 125 and 142 provide: the people's court must render a verdict 

in a case of public prosecution within 1 month or, at the most, 1.5 montha; 
similarly the people's court of second instance shall render a verdict on 

a case based on an appeal within 1 month or, at the most, 1.5 months. The 
decision adopted by the 13th session of the Standing Committee of the 

Sth NPC points out: Criminal cases filed since 1 January 1980 shall be 
handled in accordance with the provision of the law of criminal procedure. 
Lf there are too many criminal cases and not enough personnel to handle 

them within a time limit for investigation, prosecution, trial of the first 
instance and trial of the second instance, the Standing Committees of the 
people's congresses of the provinces, autonomous regions and municipalities 
may grant, within 1980, an extension in the time for handling these cases. 
Such a flexible stipulation on time limits for investigation, prosecution 
and trial is an interim method for an overall enforcement of the law of 
criminal procedure. This decision provides that criminal cases filed 

since 1 January 1980, should be mainly handled according to the provisions 
of the law of criminal procedure. Only when there are too many criminal 
cases and not enough personnel to handle them an extension in time be 
granted within 1980 after a strict process of report and approval. Such 

a practice not only solves the present practical difficulties of the public 
security and judicial organs, but also maintains the solemnity of law. This 
will be beneficial to raising the quality of handling cases and strengthening 
the socialist legal system. 


This decision adopted by the 13th session of the Standing Committee of 
5th NPC enunciates the need to consolidate stability and unity and insure 
the progress of the four modernizations program. The conscientious 
implementation of this decision will have a close bearing on correctly 
enforcing the “two laws," straightening out social order and dealing a 
blow at active criminal activities.

"RENMIN RIBAO' DISCUSSES CRIMINAL LAW, ACCIDENTS

‘Accidents’ in the Criminal Law") 


[Text] To make a person bear responsibility for an action that has led 
to a certain result endangering society, it is not enough to just objec- 
tively determine this action or just determine the cause-and-effect rela- 
tions between his action and the result that endangers society. To 
determine thts person as a criminal along with his responsibility for the 
crime, it is also imperative to determine whether it is an intentional 
crime that was committed in accordance with his subjective desire or just 
an unpremeditated offense. If a person, whose action has led to a certain 
harmful result, has not foreseen the result or has been incapable of 
foreseeing the result in accordance with the actual situation, then this 
person's action is neither an intentional offense nor an unpremeditated 
one. In terms of the theory of the criminal law, this kind of harmful 
incident is called an “accident.” 


People whose actions have caused “accidents” cannot be regarded as criminals 
and cannot be fixed with any criminal responsibility. Therefore, the 

13th article of the PRC Criminal Law stipulates: "An action which objec- 
tively results in harm due to irresistible or unforeseeable factors rather 
than due to one's intention or negligence is not deemed a crime." We can 

see from this stipulation that "accidents" are caused by two types of factors: 


l. Irresistible factors. For example, a person was driving a horse-drawn 
cart from the south to the north along a street. When the cart was passing 
a lane which lies east of the street, a jeep suddenly came out of the lane. 
The horse took fright at the sound of the jeep's horn and reared up and 
dashed about madly. The cart driver tried his very best to stop the horse 
from going ahead but failed to do so. As a result, a child in the street 
was run over and killed by the cart. This incident of death was caused 
under circumstances that could not be resisted. Therefore, the cart driver 
could not be affixed any criminal responsibility. 


2. Unforeseeable factors. For example, some fire fighters were driving 
fire trucks to an area to put out a fire. To get there, they first had 
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to cross a river. However, then the fire trucks arrived at an end of a 
bridge; the fire fighters discovered that the bridge had been ruined by a 
flood, As a result, the fire fighters could not arrive at the scene of the 
fire. Since they could not foresee this kind of situation, they could not 
be fixed with any criminal responsibility.

{Legal notes by Xu Zhongde [1776 0112 1795]: "Giving Publicity to Candidates 
for Deputies" ] 


[Text] In the election of people's deputies at all levels in China, candi- 
dates for deputies may be either jointly or individually recommended by the 
CCP, various democratic parties or various mass organizations. Any voter 
(or deputy in the case of an indirect election) may, with three or more 
people supporting his proposal, also recommend a candidate. In places 
where direct elections are held, the initial namelists of candidates 
nominated as deputies must, according to law, be made public 20 days prior 
to the date of election. It is only after repeated discussions and demo- 
cratic consultations that a formal namelist of candidates will be decided 
upon. Where the number of candidates nominated is too large, a preliminary 
election may be held to decide on a formal namelist of candidates. Accord- 
ing to the electoral law, formal namelists of candidates must be made 
public 5 days prior to the date of election in places where direct elections 
are held. 


The masses may not necessarily be very familiar with the candidates for 
deputies recommended by various circles. They may in fact not even have 
any knowledge whatsoever about them. Therefore, if there were no publicity 
or no objective introductions about the background of candidates, it would 
be impossible for voters to make their correct choices. 


The publicity of candidates for deputies is a relatively significant task in 
the election process. It is also one of the manifestations of the demo- 
cratization of China's election system. When various parties, groups and 
voters (or deputies) have recommended their candidates, they may then 
publicize the ones they have nominated. Publicity activities may be carried 
out either jointly or individually. They should seek truth from facts and 

be very serious in making the publicity. They should never exaggerate or 
resort to deception to fool the voters. The candidates for deputies them- 
selves may also make self-introductions and talk about their work experiences, 
merits and demerits along with their postelection plans. Although they may 
adopt written or verbal forms of propaganda, they must not indulge in extra- 
vagance and waste or interfere with production. They should eradicate 
bourgeois campaigning practices such as throwing banquets and giving presents.

PRINCIPLES OF ORGANIC LAW OF PEOPLE'S COURT OUTLINED 
Beijing FAXUE YANJIU [STUDIES IN LAW] in Chinese No 4, 20 Oct 79 pp 34-37 
[Ar’icle by Chang Gong [1603 1562]: "A Fine Statute on the People's Judicature" ] 


[Text] In 1954, under the leadership of the Party Central Committee headed 
by Chairman Mao Zedong, the first National People's Congress at its first 
session adopted our first “Organic Law of the People's Court of the People's 
Republic of China." It has an important place in our socialist construction 
of the legal system. Its fundamental principles are still appropriate today. 
The Organic Law of the People's Court revised and passed by the second session 
of the Fifth National People's Congress, with better provisions, is a fine 
statute for the judicature of the people's court. 


I 


According to Article 3 of the Organic Law of the People's Court, "The task 
of the people's court is to try criminal and civil cases, and, by judicial 
process to punish criminals and settle civil disputes in order to safeguard 
the dictatorship of the proleteriat, maintain public order, protect public 
property, safeguard the rights and lawful interests of citizens, and ensure 
the successful carrying out of socialist construction and socialist trans- 
formation in the country." Concerning this honorable and difficult task 
given to the people's court by the party and the people, we must understand 
it correctly and carry it out faithfully. 


Lenin once pointed out that proletarian dictatorship is proletarian democracy. 
To practice democracy to the broad masses and to practice dictatorship to 

the minority enemies of the class are the two aspects united in the proletarian 
dictatorship. The people's court is the instrument for proletarian dictator- 
ship. It is the state's organ for administering justice. Its basic function 
is to defeat enemies, punish criminals, protect people and ensure the smooth 
progress of socialist revolutions and socialist construction. The two aspects, 
namely, defeating enemies and protecting people, must not be confused, re- 
versed or divided. Lin Biao and the “gang of four," out of their anti- 
revolutionary intention, willfully disrupted the socialist legal system, 
confused enemies with the people, protected and promoted villains, and 

pointed the arrowhead of dictatorship at the people. They not only used 
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the usurped power illegally to deprive the people of their democratic rights, 
but also ruthlessly persecuted cadres and people resulting in many unjust, 
false and faulty charges. Many cadres and people innocently suffered perse- 
cution, attack, arrest, imprisonment and even death. It brought about the 
serious consequence of rampancy of the enemies and suffering of the good 
people. Lin Biao and the "gang of four," engaging in the evil activities 

of feudal fascist dictatorship, taught us a negative lesson. The people's 
court must resolutely uphold the socialist legal system, strictly distinguish 
crime from non-crime, firmly bring punishment to the criminals and protect 
people. Once a mistake is detected, it must be resolutely and timely corrected. 





At present, there is a fundamental change in our class struggle. The landlord 
class and rich peasant class have already ceased to exist; the bourgeois 
class has also disappeared. Class struggle is no longer the major contra- 
diction facing our present society. However, there are still counterrevolu- 
tionaries and enemy spies in our country. There are also criminals and 
turncoats, new exploiters who engage in corruption, theft and seriously 
disrupt the social order. Certain remnants of the "gang of four," a handful 
of unreformed landlords and rich peasants, and remnants of the old exploiting 
class will continue their reactionary stance and engage in anti-socialist 
political and economic activities. Moreover, our national class struggle 

is closely linked with international class struggle. Therefore, class 
enemies will long remain in existence. Against them, we must carry out 
proletarian dictatorship and continue struggle by means of legal and trial 
procedures. We must not relax our vigilence because of the diminishing 
number of enemies. Neither the notion that the class struggle has ceased 

to exist, nor the notion that the class struggle has to be expanded, cor- 
responds to the present practical situation and thus must be corrected. 


To strengthen economic judicature is an important new task facing the people's 
court. The Organic Law of the People's Court stipulates that an economic 
court is to be established in the people's supreme court, in the people's 
high court at provincial, municipal and autonomous regional level as well 

as in the middle-level people's court in large and medium-sized cities. The 
initial investigative research and experience gained from practice indicate 
that it is entirely necessary for the economic court to handle economic cases 
which do not accept arbitration, the economic cases appealed by the people's 
procuratorate and the economic cases involving foreign litigants, in order 
to adapt to the national economic construction and international economic 
intercourse. Along with the modernizing development of our socialist con- 
struction, economic conflicts involving the state, enterprises, collective 
bodies and individuals will increase. The people's court will be increasingly 
involved in solving economic conflicts by legal means, applying the law to 
punish criminals who disrupt economic production in order to protect the 
legal rights of the state and the people, to maintain stability and unity, 
and to promote production development. Along with the development of inter- 
national economic cooperation, exchange of technology, and our foreign trade 
and ocean transportation, economic cases involving foreign parties such as 
in maritime damage, foreign trade and insurance claims will be added to the 
agenda of adjudication. The people's court must assume the task of our 
national jurisdiction and protect our state sovereignty. 
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[Ir addition, the people's court in all its activities should educate citizens 
in loyalty to their country and voluntary observance of law. This is an 
all-time important task of the people's court which has to be done properly. 
At present, under the guidance of the party and on the basis of the laws 
passed by the second session of the Fifth National People's Congress, it 

is a highly urgent task to engage in propagating the socialist legal system 
and to educate the cadres and the people to learn about the law and abide 

by it. 


II 


Article 4 of the Organic Law of the People's Court stipulates that "The 
people's courts administer justice independently, subject only to the law." 
The reiteration of this principle now is to let the people's court faithfully 
and strictly carry out the constitution and the law, and adjudicate inde- 
pendently. It must thoroughly overcome the misleading practice of depending 
on people instead of law, depending on words instead of law, in order to 
maintain the authority of the socialist legal system and to protect the 
inviolability of people's democratic rights. The principle that "the 
people's court administers justice independently, subject only to the law" 
includes three aspects: (1) The judicial power of the state is exercised 
exclusively by the people's court. Whether it is a criminal case or civil 
case, only the people's court can adjudicate. Other organizations, associa- 
tions or individuals have no right to exercise judicial power. The people's 
court must engage in determined struggle against those who operate private 
courts in defiance of the law and against the behavior which disrupts the 
socialist legal system in order to protect people from illegal adjudication. 
(2) The people's court administers justice independently subject only to 
the law. That is to say obeying not only the substantive law but also the 
procedural law. The adjudicating activities of the people's court must, be 
it in identifying facts, applying the law, or on the procedure of appeal, 
strictly carry out the law and handle cases according to law. (3) With 
regard to the question cf whether adjudicating activities of the people's 
court are in accordance with the law or its decisions are just, it is 
necessary to heedthe criticisms and opinions of the people. The court 

must not take normal criticisms and opinions as "illegal intervention" 

and thus refuse to consider them. However, organizations, associations 

or individuals must not intervene in the activities of the people's court 

by illegal means, pressing or inducing it to produce decisions against the 
law. 


The principle of independent trial is consistent with the party's leadership 
in legal work. Our country's law was written under the guidance of the party 
and the National People's Congress. It embodies the will of the people and 
the policy of the party. Determination to carry out the law is determina- 
tion to carry out the will of the people and the policy of the party. In 

the past, independent trial according to law which bas been criticized as 
"resisting the party with the law" is entirely wrong. With the strengthening 
of the socialist legal system, the party's guidance of the people's court 
must be strengthened, not weakened. This guidance, however, is exercised 
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primarily by strengthening the party's role in guiding political thinking 
so as to make the people's court see the direction in the complicated class 
struggle, to perpetuate the four fundamental principles of the party, to 
insist on the line, the principle and the policy of the party, and to tnsist 
that the people's court defeat enemfes, punish criminals and protect the 
people's baste rights. In the meantime, we demand that the party committee 
select and educate a large group of proletarian judges who are determinedly 
loyal to the law and the social system, loyal to the people's rights and 
true to facts. We, above all, want to make sure that the leadership of the 
people's court is controlled by politically reliable people. We must not 
let villains usurp the leadership of the people's court. Party commissars 
must strictly surpervise the judicial workers in carrying out tl.e constitu- 
tion and the law, never tolerating such illegal acts as favoritism and 
extracting confessions by force. 


Il 


Article 5 of the Organic Law o! the People's Court stipulates, "In all 
judicial proceedings in the people's courts, the law is applied equally 

to all citizens, irrespective of their nationality, race, sex, occupation, 
social origin, religious belief, education, property status, or length of 
residence. No special privileges are allowed." This principle was stipu- 
lated in the first Constitution in 1954 and the Organic Law of the People's 
Court. Now the reiteration of this principle is significant in guarding 
against anyone manipulating privileges and in protecting the law. 


Our country is a socialist country of proletarian dictatorship. Those who 
possess our citizenship, are entitled to the rights of and assume obliga- 
tions according to the constitution, and are all citizens of the Republic. 
The spirit of Article 5 of the Organic Law of the People's Court denies 
special privileges regardless how rich one's experience is, how high one's 
status, how great one's contribution. If a person is convicted of a crime, 
he must be punished according to the law. 


It is obvious that the "equality before the applicable law" which we stand 
for is fundamentally different from the “equality before law" of the 
bourgeois class. The “equality before law" of the bourgeois class is 
hypocritical and impossible for the broad toiling mass, because in the 
capitalist society, the capitalist class is the ruling class. The working 
class is oppressed and exploited. How can equality be achieved? Our 
principle is true and can be realized for the broad masses. Our country 
is a socialist country founded on the proletarian dictatorship and on the 
basis of alliance between workers and peasants led by the working class. 
The broad masses of the working class are masters of the state. The 
political dominance of the exploiting class has been overthrown. Private 
ownership of the means of production has disappeared. Public ownership 
under socialism has been established. The toiling masses have already 
achieved economic equality. Those factors wiped out the social roots which 
produced inequality before ue law. With the shifting of emphasis in our 
work, development of economic construction and cultural construction, our 
people gain more protection of their equal rights in controlling the state,

the economy and culture. Therefore, the political and economic conditions 
for all the citizens to achieve equality before the law are even better 
fulfilled now. 


One can see that our country has a long history of feudalism. The idea of 
privilege of the feudal ruling class is deeply ingrained. In the 30 years 
after the establishment of the People's Republic, because of the imperfec- 
tion of our legal system, a wrong notion perpetuated among some cadres who 
considered the law as dispensable. Those years saw the frenzied destruction 
of the legal system by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." A number of correct 
legal principles underwent criticism mistakenly. Even until now, among a 
small number of cadres, some abuse power, disobey the law and discipline, 
and commit crimes, but they get away. On the other hand, some people engage 
in struggle against that illegal conduct of the cadres and suffer from 
attacks and reprisals. Labeled as "anti-revolut‘onary" criminals, they 
experience persecution and distress. Some peop'’e who are affected by the 
pernicious influence of the ultra leftist line or put their personal in- 
terests above everything else are opposed to the rectification of unjust 
false and faulty charges. Some even refuse to recognize the legal documents 
rectifying false charges issued by the people's court. In addition, there 
are individual judicial workers who fail to observe the impartiality of the 
law. They dare not dispense punishment according to law to those with 
"powerful supporters." All these facts tell us that in order to strengthen 
the socialist legal system, one must give full attention to the struggle 
against the concept of privileges. We must make the cadres, especially 
leading cadres, understand that in our socialist country there is only 
division of labor but not division between the privileged and the non- 
privileged. No one has the right to manipulate privileges surpassing the 
law of the state. In contrast, leading cadres of all levels must consci- 
entiously struggle against the thought of privileges and serve as a model 

in abiding by the constitution and the law, in order to uphold the authority 
of the socialist legal system and to ensure the normal progress of the 
modernization of socialist construction. 


IV 


The promotion of democracy, dependence upon people and carrying out demo- 
cratic centralism as demanded by the people's court form the key to ensuring 
correct trials and avoiding unjust and false charges. 


The judicial task of the people's court, according to the Organic Law of 

the People's court, includes, in addition to public trial under mass super- 
vision, stipulations that the first trial is given the system of people's 
assessors and the system of joint court formed by the assessors. This is 

an important form of people's participation in controlling the state. it 

has the advantage of helping the court to try and to decide cases in a timely 
manner. The people's assessors are elected by the masses who possess the 
same rights as the judges. Thus the judicial activities from the beginning 
to the end will receive the support and supervision of the people. The 
joint court in deliberating cases, will observe the principle that the 
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minority follow the majority in decision so as to prevent the personal 
bias or abuse of law by the judge. The Organic Law of the People's Court 
also stipulates that an adjudicating committee is set up at every level of 
the court. The important or unresolved cases handled by the joint court 
will be deliberated in the trial committee. The trial committee, which 
follows democratic centralism and depends on collective wisdom and watch- 
fulness, has a better chance of handling the cases well. 





The "defense system’ is essential in protecting the citizens' legal rights 
and avoiding false charges. According to the regulations of the Organic 
Law of the court, not only can the accused defend himself, but a citizen 
recommended by the people's organization or the unit where the accused 
belongs, or one app~oved by the people's court can also defend him. The 
close relatives and t»,e guardian of the accused can also hold defense for 
him. They can also entrust attorneys to defend him. If deemed necessary, 
the people's court can also appoint a public advocate to help his defense. 
Therefore, the adjudicator can listen to the opinions from public prose- 
cutors and the advocates so as to avoid prejudice. It, undoubtedly. helps 
the court in clarifying the case, correctly applying the law and avoiding 
bias. Lin Biao and the "gang of four'"’ demolished the public defense, the 
prosecution and the court as well as the defense system. The great number 
of unjust and false cases accumulated several years ago were partly due to 
the abolition of the defense system. The Organic Law of the People's Court 
promulgated this time specifically lists the defense system in an article 
and broadly defines the position of advocates. The change explains that the 
State emphasizes and fully honors the defense rights of the accused. 


The case adjudicated by the people's court will remain under supervision 
and investigation after a decision is made. The trial and decision of a 
case in the first trial, if unacceptable to the litigating party, can be 
appealed to a higher court according to legal procedure. In the meantime, 
if a mistake is detected, the people's highest court to all people's courts 
at every level, a higher court to a lower court, and the people's procura- 
torate to decisions made by people's court which have already taken effect, 
has the power to exercise supervision and make corrections. Thus it is 
assured that the true criminals will receive due punishment according to 
the law and innocent citizens will be free from false chaives. 


The people's court has always been very cautious in handling cases which 
involve the death penalty. At present, our political situation has under- 
gone a profound change. Anti-revolutionaries still exist but not in large 
number. The application of the death penalty must be strictly controlled. 
According to the Organic Law of the People's Court, the death sentence is 
decided or approved by the people's highest court. Strict regulations are 
provided for reviewing the death sentence in the criminal procedural law. 
These regulations, are designed to perpetuate the party's guideline of 
condemning fewer people to death, to unify regulations governing the death 
penalty contained in the criminal law and to prevent a irrevocable mistake 
in adjudication. 
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All these regulations contained in the Organic Law of the People's Court 

form a tight and scientific system and procedure. They correctly embody 

the party's guideline of legal work, the democratic principle of the socialist 
legal system and the party policy that the counterrevolutionaries must be 
suppressed and mistakes corrected. Drawing from the conclusion of long 
practical experience in judicial work, it is an effective measure in patching 
loopholes in the legal system and procedures and preventing mistakes in 

court decisions. The practice of these regulations will be the sure 
guarantee of the good work to be accomplished by the people's court.

PENG DEHUAI IN NORTHWEST CAMPAIGN EXTOLLED

[Excerpts] (1) Bonds of Friendship in Military Life 


It has been 5 years since Generalissimo Peng Dehuai, loyal and incorruptible, 
was cruelly murdered by Lin Bido and the "gang of four." Whenever I think 
about his entire life of difficult and hard military campaigns I become very 
agitated and all kinds of feelings come to my mind. As far back as 1936, 
shortly after the Red Army arrived in northern Shaanxi, the party Central 
Committee organized the Workers and Peasants Field Army for an expedition 

to the west in order to consolidate and develop the revolutionary base in 
Shaanxi and Gansu. In that period, I followed Commander Peng for quite a 
few months when he was burdened with pressing military duties; almost every 
day I reported to him on the conditions of our work. Although he was 15 years 
older than I, he treated me with complete equality and warmth. His exterior 
was serious, but his heart was warm; in daily work and in combat, his kind 
of sincere concern greatly moved me. In the winter of 1946 when Chiang Kai- 
shek had started all-out civil war for almost half a year, our enemies in 
the northwestern area were also ready to make trouble. To prepare for war, 
Commander Peng and I started out from Yenan, crossed the Yellow River, and 
rushed to Ganchuan Village in Lin County in the border region of Shansi and 
Suiyuan, to meet with General Chen Geng to discuss how to coordinate the 
military effort, to protect the party Central Committee, and protect the 
Shaan-Gan-Ning Border Region. In the early spring of 1947 the Group Army 

of the Border Region fought a fierce battle with Hu Zongr..n's forces at 
Xihuachi in eastern Gansu. After the battle, we and Commander Peng together 
at Fu County made a summing up of this battle. Although this battle hurt 
our enemies greatly and killed the commander of the 48th Brigade, Ho Chi, 

it was only a battle of attrition. Therefore, I, who was the Political 
Commissar of the Border Region's Group Army, felt greatly ill at ease, and 

I anticipated a serious reprimand from Commander Peng. Instead, he very 
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cordially said, "This was an exploratory battle waged by our enemies in their 
large-scale invasion of Yenan and the Shaan-Gan-Ning Border Region. Chair- 
man Mao, Vice Chairman Zhou, and all of us have been hearing your news, You 
didn't fight well and there were injuries and casualties, but it did not 
matter. Having fought that battle, we know the enemies’ real situation; 

this is greatly beneficial to future battles. It can be considered as a 
practice or a maneuver." This talk greatly encouraged me and other com- 
vades.... 


(2. Outstanding Commander 


In the several decades' difficult and outstanding armed struggle of our party, 
Commander Peng was a celebrated military expert in China as well as abroad; 
he was an outstanding commander, of whom the Chinese nation is very proud, 
Especially on the northwestern military front during the period of the Liber- 
ation war, he was not mindful of his own safety, but surged forth for the 
sake of protecting the party Central Committee, protecting Chairman Mao, 
protecting Yanan, and protecting the Shaan-Gan-Ning Border Region. Faced 
with enemies that were 10 times as numerous, and under extremely difficult 
conditions, he steadfastly followed the party Central Committee's strategic 
decisions; relying upon the people's wholehearted support, relying upon the 
vast number of officers and men in their bloody combat, and relying on his 
iron will power and excellent commanding talent, he miraculously stopped 

the enemies and won, and wrote for the history of the Chinese revolutionary 
war an extremely glorious historical chapter. Thus, the difficult and ex- 
ceptional struggle on the northwestern battle front has had the reputation 

of a "spectacular military phenomenon," and has been highly praised by the 
party Central Committee and the Chinese people. 


At the end of June in 1946, Chiang Kai-shek started the comprehensive civil 
war. All of China was again involved in a bloody struggle. But the un- 
conquerable Chinese people, standing tall and bravely, came forth to resist 
and fight. After more than 8 months’ fighting, 710,000 of the enemy wer 
killed. They were forced to give up "comprehensive invasion." Instead, 
they shifted to carry out "attacking the important points." Of these im- 
portant points one was in the Shaan-Gan-Ning Border Region, and another was 
in Shandong. On the northwestern front at that time, the entire forces of 
the enemy totaled some 3 to 400,000. Their forces deployed on the first 
line were more than 230,000 men. In March 1947, when the military struggle 
became heated, our military forces were not yet 15,000 strong. On 17 March, 
after Gen Wang Zheng had led his second column in their non-stop marching 
from central Shanxi to the vicinity of Yanan, our entire forces were still 
under 20,000 men. The enemy had airplanes, tanks, automobiles, and modern 
equipment, but our forces had merely “millet plus rifles," and each of our 
fighting men had only a few rounds of bullets. The enemy were in occupation 
of the great northwest, which had a population of many millions, while our 
forces could only depend on a small and impoverished mountainous area of 
some 1,500,000 people. I remember that on 16 March, shortly after the bat- 
tle of Xihuachi, the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao wired me an 
urgent message; they wanted me to return to Yanan without delay.

Only 6 days after the evacuation of Yanan, our forces were victorious at the 
battle of Qinghuabian. How excited we were! Immediately, Commander Peng 
followed the “tactics of wear and tear," divised by the party Central Com- 
mittee and Chairman Mao. Over 100,000 of the enemy were led to march through 
layers of mountains and valleys until they were famished, tired out, and 
thoroughly confused; then our forces attacked fiercely at the battle of 
Yangmaho. We exterminated nearly 5,000 of the enemy and caputred the com- 
mander of the 135th Brigade, Ma Zongyu and others. 


Within 45 days after the evacuation of Yanan, we fought three battles and 
won them all, The prestige of our forces was greatly enhanced. Our enemies 
were repeatedly defeated in battle, and they lost officers and men. Having 
been frightened, they had the jitters. On the other hand, our fighters and 
people of the Shaan-Gan-Ning Border Region were bathed in the joy of victory. 
In the middle of May we celebrated our victory in a mass gathering of over 
50,000 fighters and people of the Border Region at Zhengwudong in Ansai County. 
Vice Chairman Zhou En-lai, who had come on horseback and had covered the 
distance of several hundred 1i through mountainous terrain, mounted the 
platform in the midst of joyous shouts that echoed throughout the mountains, 
to give a speech. He represented the party Central Committee and Chairman 
Mao, and he gave a high evaluation of the fighting records of the soldiers 
and people in the northwest. He also announced that the party Central Com- 
mittee and Chairman Mao would continue to remain in northern Shaanxi, to 
direct the soldiers and people of the Border Region and the people of the 
nation to struggle against the enemy until victory was won. At the time, 
Commander Peng sat amidst the fighting heroes, representatives of the masses 
and the guerrilla-heroes. He was humble and in deep thought; he did not 
attract attention, but was completely like a common soldier. "Generalissimo 
and common soldier in one" was the best description of him, a famous general 
of the proletariat. 


Afterwards, Commander Peng directed our forces to continue the fight in the 
northwest. After recovering eastern Gansu and the areas of Sanbian, he led 
his forces through the desert, covering a distance of several thousand li 

in high speed, and unexpectedly laid seige to Yulin, the northernmost city 
of Shaan-Gan-Ning, according to the plan of the new strategy of the party 
Central Committee. The plan was to entice the enemies to dispatch their 
main forces northward once more. This was to coordinate with the forces 

of Liu [Bocheng] and Deng [Xiaoping] which were moving into Dabieshan. This 
was also to create a good opportunity for Chen Geng's regiment to penetrate 
western Honan. As expected, the enemies fell into the trap. 


Later, under the direction of the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao, 
when the several fronts in the nation closely acted in concerted effort, 
Commander Peng led his forces southward, and won every battle. In the 
beginning of March 1948, our main forces left the mountainous areas of 
northern Shaansi, shifted from fighting on the inner line to fighting on 
the outer parameter, and fought the first battle at Yichuan and won, ex- 
terminating five brigades on the enemy's side, totaling some 30,000 men, 
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and killing the commander of the 29th Army, Liu Kan, on the front. Several 
days after the battle, Chairman Mao wrote a piece entitled, "Review the 
Great Victory in the Northwest and Discuss the New Rectificatian Movement of 
the Liberation Army," and enthusiastically praised this unprecedented victory 
of the northwest campaign. From that time on, from the two shores of the 
Wei River to the vicinity of Lanzhou, from the highlands of Qinghai to the 
west of Jiayuguan, our forces commanded the territory and established an 
‘indelible enterprise for the liberation of the Chinese people. Looking back 
at this segment of history, we can see that Commander Peng, in following the 
intent of the strategy of the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao, was 
selfless, fearless, was both wise and brave, in capturing enemy fronts one 
after another, in accumulating our forces bit by bit, and in shifting from 
defense to offense, from fighting in the inner line to the outer parameter. 
Within half a year after the evacuation of Yenan, the battle situation was 
reversed. In a year, 1 month and 3 days, Yanan, the revolutionary holy 
city, on which all the eyes of the world were focused, was recaptured. In 

2 year and 8 months, the five provinces of the northwest, which occupied 
about two-thirds of our entire country, were liberated, thus the standard of 
victory was raised to the plateau of Pamir in Xinjiang. Altogether we ex- 
terminated over 510,000 of the enemy; enemy commanders killed and captured 
numbered in the hundreds. 


In order to carry out his commanding responsibility flawlessly, [Peng] fear- 
lessly braved the gunfire and smoke and personally inspected the terrain 

and conditions at the front. Sometimes when enemy planes were madly dropping 
bombs, when bullets and gunshots criss-crossed the battlefield, and the sit- 
uation was extremely dangerous, we would not let him go to the frunt line. 

He said, "Comrade, without going to the front line, and depending solely on 
telephones and maps, nobody can win the battle." However, when I tried to 
put down my work and go to the front line, he jokingly said, "Let me go. 

You should not run the risk. Why should we have unnecessary sacrifice? 

It's better to save one more person for the revolution." He then walked 
towardthe place where the shooting and bombardment were the fiercest, and 
directed the fierce battle in the thickest of smoke and gunfire. He gave 

the men and officers tremendous encouragement, which caused them to generate 
matchless strength. Many a time I saw the moving scene when men and officers 
of different ranks forced him to back away from the front line, or used their 
own bodies to shield him. What I can never forget is the time before the 
battle of Panlongzhen: when the main enemy forces were deployed solidly in 

a rectangular area of scores of square li, and were striking northward over- 
whelmingly, the headquarters of our field army were situated in a small 
mountain valley within this rectangular area. We were surrounded overhead 
and on all four sides by the shouting enemy, and we were all very tense; 
everyone had his gun ready. Our scouts and staff officers were repeatedly 
sending in reports on the impending emergency. I worriedly walked back and 
forth in the caves. But Commander Peng was lying on the kang next to me as 
if nothing had happened, totally absorbed in deliberating how to conduct 

the impending battle. As soon as the enemy had passed us overhead, he jumped 
off the kang, and led us to strike in the direction of Panlongzhen. "When 
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the enemy are marching northward, we hit south! Each will take care of his 
own affairs!" Precisely because he had no consideration for his own personal 
safety, precisely because he had given his loyal heart to the party and the 
Chinese people's revolutionary enterprise, all the cadres, and for the large 
number of officers and men were full of respect for him and had confidence 

in him; they were encouraged by him, and could therefore disregard their 

own lives, to march forward without hesitation, to conquer the unimaginable 
difficulty and danger to defeat the strong enemy. 


(3) Model for Emulation 


Victory, when it came, was the victory of the party Central Committee and 
Chairman Mao. Commander Peng, the great communist fighter, always attri- 
buted the victory to the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao. In the 
many talks given by Commander Peng and in the many conversations I had with 
him, we felt very deeply on this fundamental problem: that the Liberation 
War of the northwest could be swiftly won was because of its solid founda- 
tion. First, it was obtained under the leadership of the party Central Com- 
mittee and Chiarman Mao, when all the battlefields were coordinated in the 
campaign. We clearly remember that as early as the time after the "Chong- 
qing Negotiations" the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao instructed 
the soldiers and people in the Border Region to prepare for war. When the 
war of liberation began in Central China, the party Central Committee and 
Chairman Mao demanded that the party, the government, soldiers and people 

of the Border Region shift their emphasis to preparation for war. Thus, 

the soldiers and people of the Border Region made timely preparation poli- 
tically, ideologically and materially. This was especially so because there 
was material foundation for the winning of the campaign, resulting from the 
building up of the Border Region under the leadership of the party Central 
Committee and Chairman Mao in the more than 10 years earlier, particularly, 
the great movement for production after 1942 to enable the people to have 
enough food and clothing. In the northwest campaign, in the beginning we 
had a force of only a little over 20,000 men. But the party Central Conm- 
mittee and Chairman Mao dispatched many important military commanders there, 
of which the most famous were Gen Peng Dehuai and Gen Wo Long. General Peng 
directed the front while General Ho became commander in chief of the Jin-Sui 
Ghanxi-Suiyuan) and Shaan-Gan-Ning military districts to provide support for 
the campaign wholeheartedly. Particularly, the Jin-Sui Military District, 
under the leadership of General Ho, made indelible contributions. At that 
time, not only students, organizations, cadres' families, and arsenals were 
removed to Jin-Sui, but recruits, material resources, food stuffs, ammuni- 
tions and medicine were also being transported incessantly from Jin-Sui to 
Shaan-Gan-Ning Border Region. We can say that at the time if we hadn't had 
the support from Jin-Sui, we would not have had the victory of the north- 
west campaign. Furthermore, these two famous generals, who were deeply re- 
spected by the Chinese people, never faltered in the great trust put in 

them by the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao. They supported each 
other and jointly wrote down the heroic historical chapter. As to the 
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strategic plan devised by the party Central Committee and Chairman Mao, the 
decision on the battle plans and the glorious records of personal direction 
of the battles were the more well-known among the soldiers and people of 
the border regions and were celebrated and remembered with gratitude. 


The rectification of the armed forces in the winter of 1947 was praised by 
the Central Military Commission as a new-style military rectification move- 
ment, and it was promoted throughout the entire armed forces. Many times 
Commander Peng humbly pointed out, "Don't let your brain be inflated just 
because of some praise. This movement is a continuation of the spirit of 
the Futian Conference of the Red Fourth Army, and is the persistence and 
continuation of Chairman Mao's thoughts on army-building." He said many 
times, "The key reason that the great northwest could be quickly liberated 
was the correct leadership of the party Central Committee, the Central Mili- 
tary Commission and Chairman Mao." Once, at a meeting, a local cadre said, 
"In defeating Hu Zongnan our Commander Peng has made a, tremendous contribu- 
tion." [Peng] seriously corrected him by saying, "No. This is the achieve- 
ment of Chairman Mao in his overall direction. This is the achievement of 
the people of northern Shaanxi. We people here were merely performing some 
concrete tasks under the leadership of the party; we did what we ought to 
ave done."

[Excerpts] Chairman Mao, Vice Chairman Zhou, and other leading comrades 

at the Central Committee were thoroughly aware of Commander Peng's style of 
operation, which ignored his own personal safety. In addition to writing to 
him in the name of the Central Committee, they repeatedly instructed us and 
other comrades to pay special attention to Commander Peng's safety, and to 
be concerned with his daily living, and to urge him to take care of himself 
for the sake of the Chinese revolutionary enterprise. On the other hand, 
Commander Peng had a strong proletarian feeling towards Chairman Mao, Vice 
Chairman Zhou, and other leading comrades at the Central Committee. No mat- 
ter how urgent the situation was, if there were people coming from Chairman 
Mao's place, he would always carefully inquire about the health of Chairman 
Mao and Vice Chairman Zhou and about their living conditions. When he was 
informed of the whereabouts of the Central Committee organizations, he would 
immediately send a detachment of soldiers to guarantee the safety of the 
Central Committee organizations. Each time when the Field Army headquarters 
were moved, he always demanded that the radio personnel remain until they 
received directives from the Central Committee. 


Victory, people's victory. Commander Peng, this loyal son of the working 
people, always attributed victory and achievement to the masses of people. 
To us many old cadres, Yanan and northern Shaanxi are our second native 
places. This was the same with Commander Peng. He said, "This was the 
place where the Central Red Army and the Red Army of northern Shaanxi joined 
forces, the old base area which housed the party Central Committee. We and 
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the masses of people together built up everything that is existing here and 
created a good life. Our blood and sweat sprinkled every mountain top and 
every valley here." This abundantly demonstrated Commander Peng's inner- 
most class feeling toward northern Shaanxi, Yanan and the masses of people 
here. 


Victory, the victory of the fighting men. Commander Peng, the general who 
was both prestigeous and virtuous, wise and brave, always attributed victory 
to the fighters on the first line. The motto carved in his mind was "Learn 
from the working people their uprightness, persistence, bravery and the 
spirit of self-sacrifice." He was deep and serious, very proper in his de- 
meanor. But whenver he heard of the heroic behavior of the selfless fight- 
ers, he was greatly moved. 


After three victories at three battles, we were then living in a small moun- 
tain valley when a stretcher was brought to rest in front of our cave. The 
injured soldier had lost much blood because first aid had not beenapplied 
in time. Commander Peng was very agitated. He ordered that the stretcher 
be moved into his cave. He held the injured soldier's head and fed him 

soup and water. He sai:, "Good comrade, you must be strong. The masses 
need you!" The injured soldier struggled to say, "You are a good cadre of 
Commander Peng. You tell Commander Peng for me. When I recover from this 
injury, I'll come back to fight." After the injured soldier was carried 
away, Commander Peng was still saying to himself, "Without their shedding of 
blood and their sacrifice, the pain of class oppression can never be ended." 
In the battle of Xifu, Commander Peng saw a fighter of the 359th Brigade 
crawling to catch up with his unit when he had been seriously injured.

[Excerpts] When the troops were on the march, Commander Peng sometimes 
walked quietly in the ranks of the fighter, listened to their various argu- 
ments; he discussed with them and sought their opinion on their leaders. 
Those fighters who did not recognize him thought him to be an ordinary cadre 
of the political organization. On the march towards eastern Gansu, he found 
it inconvenient for the fighters to cross the river and he started piling 

up the stones in the water to enable the soldiers to cross the river. When 
crossing the desert, many people were thirsty; he shared his ration water 
with the soldiers. When the soldiers saw how this elderly deputy commander 
in chief of the People's Liberation Army treated them kindly (like his own 
hands and feet), you can imagine how moved they were.... He treated his 
staff personnel, communications workers, guards, kitchen workers, and all 
the comrades around him with equality and personal concern. He did not 
drink, and he did not smoke. Aside from a few rounds of chess [xiangchi], 
he had no hobby. He used the leftovers from his stipend to buy notebooks 
and pens for the young communications workers and the guards. "Those young 
comrades have come to join the revolution. They are our class brothers." 
These were sincere words coming from deep within hin. 
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(4) Exalted Virtue 


Commander Peng was born in poverty. In the old society he endured cruel 
oppression, humiliation and hunger. His back was slightly hunched. This 
was caused by his digging for coal and carrying dirt for the landlords 

and capitalists. The crime of the old society, inequality, hypocrisy, filth 
and mutual deception caused Commander Peng to harbor deeply an extreme 
hatred for the old society and the exploitative class. 


On the other hand, Commander Peng was not at all concerned about himself. 

He exacted a lot from himself. He was holding a high position, and yet he 
greatly disliked special privileges. He regarded special privileges as the 
most ugly heritage of the old society. He often used "Don't forget my origin” 
to warn himself. He always measured himself against the living standards of 
the soldiers and the masses. He felt that in the midst of a difficult bat- 
tle it was shameful to enjoy special privileges. Certainly, from the way 

he lived one could clearly see his noble character of selfless loyalty and 
complete devotion to his tasks. His worn overcoat was brought from the 
Taihang mountains during the time of the anti-Japanese war. His clothes 
were mended and mended again. He wore the old cloth shoes made by the na- 
tives of northern Shaanxi. His much chipped wash basin had been in use for 
7 years, and was still being used. He rode an old and lean mule. In the 
battle of Panlongzhen we confiscated many tall mules and strong horses from 
the enemy. Some comrades picked a good horse and offered to replace Com- 
mander Peng's “old worn-out mule." The offer was decisively rejected: ‘Old 
worn-out mule! How many poor hired farm hands in northern Shaanxi can af- 
ford this mule? I, Peng Dehuai, have not only a mule, but also guards. 
Whenever I make a move, there are silver dollars falling to the ground. 

We have taken enough from the people." He continued by criticizing some 
comrades for not considering how the next battle should be won after the 
previous one, for being concerned only with better horses and better »bino- 
culars. This was certainly a vulgar style of work. Afterwards, he let the 
supplies personnel select several good captured horses and mules, to carry 
confiscated white flour to the Central Committee organizations. The other 
good horses were given to the communication workers and the scouts to ride. 


His living was so simple, and so "poor and unadorned." But in thought, in 
spirit, he was very rich. In the 10,000 miles of marching and campaigning, 
he loved to learn. First he learned from the practice of the great Chinese 
revolution, and from the laboring people in order to serve the laboring 
people. To use his words: "We must be like the broom to let people use us. 
We must not be clay Buddhist idols to let people worship us, praise us, 
elevate us and be afraid of us. Buddhist idols look grand and formidable. 
But they can't withstand a beating. A broom is a small item, lying in a 
corner unnoticed by people but no household can be without it." 


Because of the mad persecution of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," Com- 
mander Peng died with anger and frustration. But his numerous actions and 
sayings, which put a great demand upon himself, now recalled by us, can 














still cause us to be tremendously agitated. In June 1948, the higher cadres 
of the Northwest Field Army met at a conference at the foothills of the 
Huanglong mountain, At the time our respected Comarde Lin Boju said, "Com- 
rade Peng Dehuai is worthy of respect and affection.” Now, we can make a 
general evaluation of the person when his coffin is closed. I think the rea- 
son that he was virtuous and worthy of our longing was his selflessness and 
fearlessness. The reason he was selfless and fearless was because, like 

the older generation of proletarian revolutionaries, his heart was filled 
with the masses of people. On the bodies of the older generation of pro- 
letarian revolutionaries is the concentrated manifestation of the virtues 
of the Chinese people and the Chinese nation. 


Our respected and beloved Commander Peng, you are forever. The Chinese peo- 
ple, for whom you heroically fought, will for generations to come remember 
your grand stature, circulate the praises of your military achievement, and 
they will also use you as their model to go forth bravely.

ADDITIONAL TOURIST FACILITIES BEING BUILT

[Text] Beijing, March 11 (XINHUA)--China is bujlding a number of tourist 
centres and 20 hotels to cope with the increasing number of visitors, 
according to the Travel and Tourism Administrative Bureau. 


On Lushan Mountain, a famous summer resort in Jiangxi Province, East China, 
the Donglin Monastery has been repaired. Workers are now renovating a 
club, swimming pool and cinema, and rebuilding roads. Under repair alvo 
are many historical attractions and places of interest around the mountain. 


In Kunming, capital of Yunnan Province, southwest China, more than 10 
sight-seeing places are being repaired and decorated. The main roads in 
the city have been widened. In the Erhai tourist centre in the Dali 
Autonomous Prefecture of Bai Nationality, a park, covering 110 hectares of 
land, is under construction. 


In Zhaoqing city, a tourist centre in Guangdong Province, repair work has 

been done on the Mei Nunnery built in south China's architectural style, 

and at the Yuejiang pavilion where men of letters used to create poems and 
drink in the Ming Dynasty (A.D.1368-1644).

In Fujian Province, east China, where many overseas Chinese were bor:, hotels 
are under construction in Fuzhou, Xiamen, (Amoy), Zhangzhou, Jinjiang, 
Shanming and Wuyi cities. The Minjiang Hotel in Fuzhou has accommodations 
for 1,200 people. Throughout the province, more than 30 offices for travel 
service have opened. 


China has so far opened 117 scenic spots to the tourists. Zonal tourist 


service has been organized. Last year, the country received more than 
314,000 visitors.

IMBUING YOUNG PEOPLE WITH CONFIDENCE IN FUTURE STRESSED

with Confidence in the Future"] 


[Text] Young people are full of ideals and they are interested in dis- 
cussing their future. Someone with confidence in himself is full of re- 
volutionary optimism when discussing his future. There are also others 
who are querulous when they are talking about their future. They are 
somewhat pessimistic and disappointed because they feel that some things 
were not done to their satisfaction, such as problems related to limited 
opportunities for students to enter into higher grade schools, and pro- 
blems with regard to employment and economies. The more they discussed, 
the more they were angered and depressed. They feel that problems have 
piled up and are really not easy to resolve. 


Currently, it is entirely comprehensible that young people have various 
incorrect views about their future. Our country is a populous one and 
its economy is far behind other countries in development. What Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" left us after 10 years of destruction are disas- 
ters which not only piled up as hills but as mountains. For instance, 
the problems of entering higher schools for the young people is one of 
them. In our country, we have a large number of students who graduate 
from junior middle and senior middle schools every year and a great 

many of them want to enter higher schools to pursue advanced studies. 
However, owing to our limited national budget for education, only the 
better ones are admitted for higher-level studies. At the present time, 
on the one hand, there is a large number of young people waiting for em 
ployment in the cities, while, on the other hand, there are overstaffed 
organizations. It is really very difficult to place all of these young 
people in labor posts; and it is more difficult to put them in their de- 
sired positions. What we have been practicing is a system of low-level 
wages. Incomes of some young people can only provide them with a low- 
level living standard, therefore their living conditions are comparative- 
ly more difficult. There are also housing problems such as crowded living 
quarters and married couples having to live in two different places. It 
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can really be said that there are a lot of problems, Undoubtedly, all 
of these problems should be resolved one by one, but this cannot be done 
overnight. 


However, we should not lose confidence in our future simply because we 

are confronted by many difficulties in learning, work and daily life. Only 
those who are full of confidence in their future can have the strength to 
march forward. This problem can be verified by many examples. fFor in- 
stance, there were many problems during a period of three years around 
1960, but at that time difficulties were overcome at a faster pace because 
people then were full of confidence about surmounting them. This proves 
that when we look at a problem, we have to look forward to light and to 
victory. Only in this way can we muster our courage to overcome difficul- 
ties and strive for a bright future. The situation at present is the same. 
On the one hand, we must realize that there are tremendous difficulties in 
front of us; on the other hand, we also have to realize that in a period 
of more than three years since the downfall of the "gang for four" we have 
achieved great successes. In a preliminary summary of historical exper- 
iences since the establishment of the People's Republic, we have reached 
common understanding on a series of problems in socialist revolution and 
socialist construction. We have resolved some historically important 
problems of what is right or wrong, reversed a number of cases of miscar- 
riage of justice, and implemented various policies. We have applied a 
policy of readjusting, restructuring, consolidating, and improving to the 
national economy which will serve as the first battle to implement the 
four modernizations. Great progress has been made on all of these fronts. 
The giant ship of socialist China is now sailing victoriously toward the 
goal of socialist modernization. In spite of the difficulties that still 
lie ahead of us, the situation is much better compared with the dark days 
of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." At that time, students left school 

to "wage revolution," which not only made educational undertakings stag- 
nate, but also turned out a number of young people who were illiterates 
and rascals. At that time with students all dispatched to rural areas 
immediately after graduation, how could there be a large number of peo- 
ple waiting for jobs in the cities? Also at that time, factories were 
shut down and workers went out to “wage revolution,” which resulted in 

the inability of factories to pay their workers, not to mention bonuses. 
Nowadays, more people are able to enter higher schools and be employed, 
and there is vivid improvement in the living conditions of young people. 
Witnessing these important changes, we can have full confidence in the 
future. 


Some young people lost their confidence in the future mainly because they 
felt that the level of our national economic development was far behind 
that of other countries. Whenever advanced technology, skyscrapers, 

motor vehicles, television sets ani recorders were mentioned, they were 
profuse in their praise; when there was mention of the problems of build- 
ing a modernized China, they shook their heads. But one must realize 

that successful economic developments in other countries was not won in 
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a Single day, but that it was the fruit of hard work over a long period 
of time by the broad masses of those countries. If we want to reach the 
level of the advanced countries, we have to experience hard struggle. 

As they say, “The sweet smell of plum blossoms greets us only after a 
severe cold." From ancinet times, China has had hard workers and people 
with distinguished performances. Since liberation, China, under the 
leadership of the party, has wrought fundamental changes through our ef- 
forts for more than 30 years. Why can't we rank a bright China with 

the advanced nations of the world through our industrious efforts? 


Some young people lost confidence in the future because they saw that a 
few cadres sought personal privileges and had a bureaucratic style of 
work. It was said that "The life of officials has been modernized. How 
can those with such a state of mind lead us to promote the four moderni- 
zations?" But the matter should be put this way. There were really pro- 
blems in the work style of some cadres and this angered people. But 
various measures are being taken by the Party Central Committee and party 
organizations at all levels to conscientiously resolve these problems. 
For instance, guidelines for life in the party have been formulated, and 
a standard of remuneration for higher level cadres also has been set. 
Yet, we should have an objective analysis of the situation of rank and 
file cadres.

We have to keep our é@yes on this main trend and not 
lose confidence because of some problems in the work style of cadres.

REFORM OF STUDENT RECRUITING SYSTEM IMPLEMENTED

According to Superiority in Quality'"] 


[Text] Institutions of higher education have carried out with good results 
the reform of the student-recruiting system and the principle of selecting 
students of superior quality for enrollment through an overall evaluation 
of their moral, academic and physical standards. Practice has proven that 
to recruit students in this way is in conformity with the objective law of 
the development of education and advantageous to the discovery and culti- 
vation of able personnel. This practice has already played and will con- 
tinue to play a positive role in the development of education and social- 
ist modernization in our country. Can this method of "selecting the 
superior" be then extended to other fields? For instance, in the field of 
scientific research, is it possible to "support the superior" with funds 
or scientific instruments, so that superior researchers and more promising 
research projects are given priority? In the world of show business, is 
it possible to "choose the superior for stage performances," so that 
superior actors and actresses who enjoy greater popularity with the audi- 
ence, will perform more often and in more important shows? Again, in news- 
papers and other publications, is it truly possible to "weigh and measure 
works according to quality: and publish only the superior works, articles 
and paintings? Again, is it possible to "promote the superior," meaning 
those who are superior in their special fields and have made valuable 
contributions? There are other examples. In theory, the extensive appli- 
cation of the principle of selecting the superior has met with almost no 
opposition. Everyone has an equal opportunity to score [in an examination]; 
everyone is equal before truth. All men should also be equal insofar as 
employing the capable is concerned. He who has such ability and who is on 
such a level ought to utilize his ability and intelligence fully, thus 
allowing himself to perform the work suited to his ability. To give 
enthusiastic support to and make use of all those who are superior will 

be advantageous to raising the quality, quantity and efficiency of their 
work and helpful in avoiding the abusive consequences of eating “big-pot- 
rice."’ Nevertheless, in real life, it is quite often that some matters 
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are not handled in accordance with such theories. The fund for scientific 
research has been distributed according to academic ranks such as "research- 
er," “research associate," "research assistant," etc. Some superior actors 
and actresses who are very capable have not been given opportunities even 
for rehearsals because the roles must be equally assigned to the players 

or for some other reasons. Some actors and actresses had already shown 
their talents and were top performers before the Cultural Revolution. Why 
don't we make further use of their talents now? Some youths, with no 
established fame, have produced some superior works in writing. But 

having not been notables, they have had no opportunity to publish them. 
There are many such examples. 


Apparently, for the sake of carrying out the principle of "selecting the 
superior” effectively and applying this principle extensively to all 
spheres, we need to solve many practical problems. It is especially 
important to further unify ideology and knowledge through criticizing 
and eradicating the poison of Lin Biao, the “gang of four," and the 
ultra-leftist line in developing talents. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were opposed to picking talents from the 
top. In the final analysis, it reflects a practice of absolute equalitarian- 
ism which they advocated in regard to training personnel. From their view- 
point, the superiority of the socialist public ownership lay in assuring 
such equalitarianism as "I'm poor, you're poor, and we shall all be poor" 
in the economic life of our country. Whoever had some personal savings was 
at once labeled a capitalist roader. Similarly, in the use of personnel, 
there was a complete nonrecognition of the difference between individuals 
in the development of their ability. If one should intend to encourage 

the people to go forward, to acquire special knowledge through learning 

and to pick the best and select the superior, one would be accused of cul- 
tivating "revisionist intellectual aristocrats." As a result, hard 
learning and outstanding achievements are crimes. 


On the other hand, seeking no progress, acquiring no knowledge, ard ab- 
staining from learning were honorable acts. Didn't this chain of falla- 
cies bring disasters to our people and our country, almost ruining the 
whole younger generation? It is true that the socialist system provides 
equal opportunities for each individual to bring his subjective initiative 
and creativity into full play. Nevertheless, the system must rely on 
individual efforts to display its superiority. In practice under the 

same conditions, the progress and achievement of each person are different 
because each individual's subjective efforts are different. In the case 
of research workers, there must be some difference in their scientific 
research standards, and in the case of actors (or actresses), their thea- 
trical training cannot be the same. Such differences in the degree of 
individual efforts will not disappear even in a communist society. 
Difference means contradiction; it is normal. The absence of difference 
is abnormal. Recognizing no difference, permitting no personal savings, 
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tolerating no selection of the best and, at its worst, practicing 
“egalitarianism” on everything are in violation of the objective rules 
governing the development of things. Only by recognizing the differ- 
ences in ability and virtue in the growth of various individuals and 
adopting reasonable policies on that basis can each individual earn his 
due and march forward with others toward the common goal of socialism 
and communism. To deny such differences and fail to reward and punish 
properly is suppressing progress and tolerating backwardness, thus pro- 
moting muddling in work and a lack of progressive spirit. 


Another problem is whether one should appoint people by favoritism or 
appoint people on their merit. The policy of the proletariat is to appoint 
people on their merit, so that those who are loyal to the people and who 
are well trained are appointed to important positions irrespective of 

one's personal feelings toward or one's personal relationship with them. 
Because the pernicious influence of the ultra-leftist line of Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four" has not yet been eliminated completely, there are 
comrades, including some leading comrades, who are still practicing faction- 
alism, so that the research personnel of the institute were split into two 
factions and each faction was at loggerhead with the other in their work. 
As a result, some of the able research personnel of good personal integrity 
dared not to be close to the leaders of either faction, nor to bring their 
problems to the attention of these leaders. Consequently, these personnel 
were not appointed to important positions, thus playing no important role 
in the institute as they deserved. If this practice of appointing people 
by favoritism or according to factionalism is not overcome, it will hurt 
the personnel and hurt the development of sciences, thus undermining the 
four modernizations. 


There are comrades in some units who fail to assume a correct attitude 
toward different schools of thinking. Consequently, a specialist in charge 
of an institute always wants the institute to employ only personnel belong- 
ing to his particular school of thinking. He would treat well those who 
belong to his school and speak in the same language with him, but not so 
well those belonging to another school branding them as "pseudoscientists" 
sometimes. As a result, the outstanding personnel of other schools of 
thinking receive no support from him, because in his eyes they are "non- 
scientists." Obviously, this practice is alien to the proper spirit of a 
scientist and is detrimental to the development of sciences, because it 
strangles the work enthusiasm of other scientists. In the spirit of "letting 
100 flowers bloom and 100 schools of thought contend," we stand for the 
free development of all forms and styles of art and the practice of free 
discussion between all schools of thinking in sciences. This will enable 
the problem of right and wrong to be settled through free discussion and 
actual practice in science and art. Persons of different schools of 
thinking deserve our support insofar as their efforts are beneficial to 

the people. 
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In pursuing soctalist modernization, it is imperative to promote outstand- 
ing personnel and projects on practical basis along the mass line. Without 
such outstanding personnel, it would be difficult for us to raise our 
scientific and cultural level and reach and outstrip world advanced levels. 
These outstanding personnel will serve as pacesetters and morale-boosters 
for the masses. Only ultra-leftist Lin Biao and the “gang of four" would 
babble that promoting oustanding personnel is a practice of revisionism, 
Such babble is contradictory to the law of the development of science and 
art. What is so "revisionist" about bringing forth more Chen Jingruns, 
more world champions and more outstanding achievements, and about build- 
ing our socialist motherland into a country so strong and powerful that 
imperialism and social imperialism no longer dare to bully us? It is 
regrettable that we have suffered so much from the pseudo socialism marked 
by pervasive poverty brought about by the "gang of four." One of the 

main reasons why many of our projects have progressed so slowly and slug- 
gishly is because we lacked pacesetters to set the pace. To bring 
pacesetters into being from among the masses, it is necessary to adhere 

to the principle of "making selections according to superiority in quality.' 
Some people may say, “by so doing are you not forsaking politics?" But we 
have no use of the empty politics. What we want is a unity of politics 
with economy, with business operations and with technology. What good 
will it serve if a person can talk politics beautifully but will not and 
cannot do a good job in his work? At present, the most important politics 
is the proper realization of the four modernizations. In this struggle, 
all the scientists, artists, writers, teachers and doctors who work hard, 
engage in painstaking study and research, and achieve outstanding successes 
should be encouraged and offered important positions, so that they can 
apply what they had learned and mastered to the best advantage. 


Let us encourage and support the outstanding persons in their own fields, 
and make selections according to superiority in quality in offering jobs. 
In this way, we can turn our era into an era truly noted for its outstand- 
ing personnel.

EDUCATIONAL EMPHASIS ON TRAINING OF TALENTS

[Text] The Shanghai municipal work conference on institutes of higher 
learning ended successfully the day before yesterday. This conference for 
the first time reviewed the past history and experience learned during the 
30 years by the institutes of higher learning. It discussed how party edu- 
cational policy should be implemented in this new historical period, how to 
improve and strengthen party leadership with regard to institutes of higher 
learning, and for the issue of training more and better talent for the four 
modernizations. 


At the conference, everyone freed himself from old ideas, expressed his 
views openly, and brought forward many good suggestions and proposals. 
Through discussions a consensus was reached on some important questions. 
Many comrades who participated in this conference said that this conference 
was held just at the right time, that it was very necessary, very fruitful, 
and that there was great hope for our higher education undertakings. 


What must be the central task of schools of higher learning in this new 
period? This conference has come out with a definite answer on this issue: 
Right now the central task overriding everything is the training of people 

of talent and ability. That is, to train a large number of specialized per- 
sonnel who have socialist awareness, a knowledge of modern science and litera- 
ture, and are fully developed in an all-round way--morally, intellectually and 
physically. At the same time it is necessary to train persons of academic or 
artistic distinction who will stand out above all others, and will become 
foremost experts nationwide and worldwide. This is an extremely glorious and 
difficult mission that this conference has proposed for institutes of higher 
learning. 


Our schools are places to train people of ability on behalf of the prole- 
tariat. Our schools of higher learning must train all kinds of specialists 
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for tasks in socialist revolution and construction. Originally, this was 
not a problem, But for a time, there existed a kind of "left" deviation 
with regard to the question of training goals for schools of higher learn- 
ing with political demands as a substitute for professional demand. Schools 
did not dare promote the training of professional talent and moreover they 
did not dare promote the training of top-notch talent. This kind of a 
situation certainly harmed the training of talent. Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four" had pushed this kind of "left" deviation to the extreme and created 
this extremely critical result causing us to lose almost a generation of 
people to the point now that every activity, every enterprise, encounters 
this sharp contradiction where a new crop of talent will not be ready befo.e 
the old crop has been used up. This conference clearly pointed out that 

the central task tor schools of higher learning is to train talent. The 
lesson of experience is that this is the enormous price we had to pay. 


Presently, the training of talent by our schools of higher learning, regard- 
less of number or quality, is not able to meet the demands of the national 
economic development and the four modernizations. Following the development 
of modern scientific technique, the need for all kinds of talent became 
greater, quality demands became increasingly higher, and the relationship of 
education to the raising of labor productivity and the development of the 
economy, became more and more closely connected. Some industrially developed 
countries consider education to be a very important production investment. 
They designate it an “investment in intellectual power" and consider "the 
opening up of sources of talent is the core problem of developing the eco- 
nomy." If we want to realize the four modernizations, then we certainly must 
pay serious attention to the training of talent and to "developing the sources 
of talent."’ Moreover, at the present time, when our higher teaching enter- 
prise is compared with the most advanced international level with regard to 
the demands of realizing the four modernizations, the difference is very 
great. The period of training talent is comparatively long. If we don't 
hold on tightly now, then circumstances will force the postponing of the 

four modernizations. Therefore, this is an important matter of strategic 
significance. 


So, do the Shanghai schools of higher learning have the ability to complete 
this kind of mission? The comrades taking part in this conference, after 
enthusiastic discussion, consider that we not only have the need but also 
the ability to realize it. From the standpoint of the actual situation of 
Shanghai's higher education enterprise, there are very many favorable con- 
ditions. We have old universities of comparatively good foundation, whose 
faculty, category of courses, and classes are comparatively complete. Some 
of these universities after undergoing reorganization have reached or 
approached pre-Cultural Revolution levels. In recent years, there are a 
number of restored and newly constructed universities and technical schools 
which can be used as our reliable base for pushing ahead. The schools of 
higher learning in Shanghai have a rank of teachers who are rich in teaching 
experience. Among them are teachers and scientists of first rank in the 
entire country and in the world. Also there are numerous middle aged 
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teachers who have been trained since Liberation who passed through a long 
period of tempering. They already have become the backbone and nucleus 
members in the education and research field. We rely on this troop of 
teachers to bring into full play their role in teaching and scientific 
research and deeply believe they are able to carry the burden of the heavy 
responsibility of training talent. 


Shanghai is one of our country's important bases of industrial and scientific 
technology. Its technical strength is comparatively strong and the facili- 
ties comparatively complete. Therefore, in addition to extensively developing 
coordination in the academic world between the various universities, there is 
also the capability of developing coordination in all respects between 
schools and research institutes, and schools and factories. From Shanghai's 
many contacts with friendly foreign countries there derives an advantage in 
unfolding activities in international academic exchanges. This is also a 
very favorable factor in progressing one step further to developing the 
enterprise of higher education. 


More important is that the Party Central Committee is paying extremely serious 
attention to education. Education work is listed in the all-party work agenda. 
Recently, Comrade Deng Xiaoping, at the Chinese Academy of Sciences 30th year 
anniversary tea party, emphasized the discovery of talent and the problem of 
training talent. This completely explained the Central Committee's serious 
concern with education. The comrades who took part in this conference also 
said with deep comprehension: The Municipal Committee calling of this 
conference, the Municipal Committee's responsible comrades who themselves 
convened the discussion to hear the opinions and proposals of the comrades 

in higher education discussing the problems with everyone together, all illus- 
trate the Municipal Committee's grave concern with regard to the work of higher 
education. Many comrades expressed this determination: Since the Party Cen- 
tral Committee and the Municipal Committee are paying such serious attention 
to higher education work, we comrades who are engaged in higher education work 
certainly are not going to let the party down. In the midst of the work of 
training talent we certainly will contribute all we have. 


Naturally, to realize this important task we must overcome many difficulties 
and many contradictions in the thinking of some of our comrades who for the 
moment still have not caught up with the development of the situation and 
hence lack sufficient knowledge with regard to the importance and urgency of 
training talent. Higher education's leadership system, schools, departments, 
curriculum, teachers’ qualification, content of courses and facilities are 
still not able to meet demands. There still exist many difficulties in the 
work conditions and living conditions of the great mass of teachers, espe- 
cially of the middle aged teachers. Of these difficulties, some must be 


reckoned with and considered wit’ » the sphere of the entire country, some 
must be handled through practi \‘a experience, and some must reach 
solution gradually only in the —. further advances in the national 
economy. 
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But although there is this and that kind of difficulty, we should on no 
account feel nothing can be done. Through hard work we must endeavor to 
solve the problems that can be solved and create the conditions for solving 
the problems that at the present moment are difficult to solve. Under pres- 
ent conditions, we must further develop the revolutionary spirit of building 
an enterprise through arduous effort, fully confident of victory, and 
courageously shoulder the heavy task that history has given us. We must 
arrange other work around the central task, in a thousand and one ways, tap 
the latent power, free oneself from old ideas, and come out with outstanding 
management.

MANY TALENTED, LEARNED EXPERTS IN LEADERSHIP POSITIONS

Talented Scientific Specialists Have Taken Leadership Positions; Shanghai's 
Education and Health Systems Give Free Rein to Employing Intellectuals"] 


[Text] According to what JIEFANG RIBAO reporter Shen Guofang learned from 
these concerned with the matter: Since the breakup of the "gang of four," 
this city's education and health care system and party organs at all levels 
have had free rein to utilize intellectuals and have gained significant 
success in completely developing their role in teaching, research, and medi- 
cal care work. 


In the last 3 years, quite a number of specialists, professors, and assist- 
ant professors, have been advanced to leadership positions. These intellec- 
tuals who possess genuine talent, and have rich practical experience are 

able to develop their role of organizational leadership in teaching, research, 
medical care and other professional work. Up until now, the municipality has 
appointed from among various specialists, professors, and assistant profes- 
sors, 42 principals and assistant principals, of institutes and schools of 
higher learning, 93 department heads, and 45 superintendents and deputy super- 
intendents of municipal level hospitals. With regard to those intellectuals 
who have made great inventions or great contributions in teaching, scien- 
tific research, and medical work, their duties have also been increased and 
they are given technical and professional titles. At various institutes and 
schools of higher learning, 332 professors and assistant professors have been 
promoted and 6,339 have been promoted or designated to be lecturers. In the 
health care system, 1,204 department heads and assistant department heads, 
2,083 physicians-in-charge, and 93 head nurses have been promoted. At the 
same time, among high school and elementary school teachers, 17 have been 
promoted to be special grade teachers and three as model class supervisors. 
All the universities plan before the end of this year to again select a group 
of better teachers and promote them on the basis of their universal examina- 
tion. 
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In order to enable intellectuals to give free rein to their role as the 
hardcore leadership in their work, each institute and school of higher 
learning has begun to restore, under the leadership of the Party Committee, 
the system of school principals and institute directors dividing work 
responsibilities. Every hospital also has restored the system of depart- 
ment head bearing the responsibility. The Shanghai Teachers College Party 
Committee at the School Conference clearly and definitely announced: Day 
to day operations will be directed by the school president. Some schools 
have a vice president who is responsible for daily administrative work so 
that the president can be free of administrative work and concentrate on 
teaching and research. Fudan University, Jiaotong University, the First 
Medical School, the Second Medical School, and the majority of institutes 
and schools of \.igher learning have established--two-level school and de- 
partment academic committees consisting of specialists and professors. The 
committees, in addition to sponsoring academic discussions, also carry on 
discussions and reviews on such issues as teaching, research, and how to 
elevate the position of teachers. Intellectuals who are now responsible 
for the administrative leadership work have the position, the power, and 
the responsibility, and taeir enthusiasm is fully aroused. After Fudan 
University president Su Buqing [5685 2975 7230], Tongji University president 
Li Guohao [2621 0948 6275], Shanghai Teachers College President Li Fonian 
(6491 0154 1628], and other veteran specialists, took over the position of 
principal leadership, they worked with greater courage, dare to take over 
the responsibility, and received support from the broad mass of faculty and 
students. 


The leadership of many units arranged the work of the intellectuals according 
to their different circumstances and specialties. With regard to veteran 
intellectuals who have genuine talent, the emphasis is on developing their 
role in training by furnishing assistants to them on the basis of mutual 
consent, and let them specifically be responsible for a certain course or 
one laboratory duty, letting them take in graduate students, write a book 

or establish a theory at home. With regard to middle aged intellectuals who 
presently function as the first line professional backbone in teaching, re- 
search, medical health care, and so on, all kinds of conditions were created 
for them: on the job training, release from work while undergoing training, 
becoming assistants to veteran specialists, going abroad to participate in 
international academic exchange, lecturing, and advance training, strive to 
upgrade their professional and technical level so that they would be even 
better in forming a connecting link between veteran professors and students 
in their specialized academic and technical fields. So far this year, among 
the professional hardcore lecturers, and physicians-in-charge, 178 went 
abroad. With regard to young intellectuals, their training has been intensi- 
fied. All large specialized institutes and schools already have universally 
adopted a selection of measures to assist young teachers to further their 
profession by taking advance studies and to assess them, so that they can 
enhance themselves. 








All units are paying attention and showing concern toward intellectuals by 
helping them solve their difficulties in housing, aiding couples who are 
living apart due to location of their job, and adjusting wages and other 
welfare problems. The units have definitely improved the working and liv- 
ing conditions of the intellectuals to a certain degree. 


Because all levels of party organization have conscientiously implemented 
the party's policy on intellectuals, the broad masses of intellectuals have 
put their minds at ease, and express their desire to double their effort to 
gain back the time lost by the disruption of the "gang of four." After 
Teachers College Computer Department head Zhang Donghan [1728 2634 7281], was 
restored professionally last year, he took over 16 graduate students and did 
the work equivalent to three men. Zhang received a citation from the Na- 
tional Congress of Science and Technology for successful research electronic 
computers. Many veteran intellectuals are old but vigorous, and have 
endeavored touse their productive years to do a good job on passing on their 
experience to the next generation, experiences which have been accumulated 
during a long period of time. Newly installed Fudan University vice presi- 
dent, former history professor Cai Shangsi [5591 1424 1835], wants with al! 
his heart to write a volume on the "History of Chinese Thought.'"' The school 
has furnished him with three professionally able and hard working lecturers 
so he is very satisfied. Right now, he is compiling and editing a "History 
of Buddhist Teaching" that already has been offered for publication and is 
just composing "A History of Ancient Chinese Thought." The said school's 
mathematics department professor Chen Chuanzhang [7115 0278 3864], who is 
approaching 80 years of age, in spite of being old and weak, takes in gradu- 
ate students, compiles teaching materials, does scientific research, and is 
full of enthusiasm,

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NANJING TAIPING EXHIBITION--Nanjing, 10 Mar--A notice about grain tax is 
among some new finds of the Taiping heavenly kingdom recently put on 
exhibition in Nanjing. The notice, written in Chinese ink on bamboo paper, 
was published in the fifth year of the reign of Yirong (1854) of the Taiping. 
It was discovered in a crevice of a pillar in a former landlord's house in 
Duchang County, Jiangxi Province, and helps shed light cn the land rent 
system of the Taiping. The Taiping heavenly kingdom was founded in 1851, 
with a peasant uprising against oppressive feudal rule of the Qing Dynasty. 
It established its capital in Tianjing (present-day Nanjing) in 1853 and 
was suppressed in 1864 by Qing Dynasty troops and British, U.S. and French 
imperialist armies. Also in the exhibit are a wall poem, the impression 

of an official Taiping seal, a road indicator, a bronze cannon and a tin 
shell.
